Heere two things are to 
be conſidered : what is meant by heart ; what by 
deceitfall. | 

By heart , mans heart is meant , as appeareth by 
the contexr. And now becauſe mans heart is one 
of the principall ſeats ofthe ſoule of man , therefore 


Scripturepur ſometimes for the whole ſoule, ſome» 
times ( and that more frequently ) for ſuch ſpeciall 


faculties in the ſoule,as more ſpecially belong tothe 
heart,as the Will and Aﬀe&ions.But here its to be 
taken for the whole ſoule , andall the parts thereof, 


are deceitfull, 

The word,deceitfall,is lignificant in the Hebrew, 
comming of a Verbe which fignifieth to ſupplanr, 
as runners in the race vſeto doe; & from this word 
had 1acobhis name , becauſe he caught Eſasby the 
heele when hee was comming forth of the wombe : 
So doe our hearts cunningly , as it were, trip our 
heele when wee are torunne the race which is ſet 
beforevs. Though heerealſo that reaſon of the 
name which Z/au falſely gaue to 1cob, may truely 
agree toour hearts; well may they be called 7cobs, 
becauſe they cozen many , and doe their endeavour 
tocoren all of Gods blefling , and thoheauenly in- 
heritance.

before ? Yes, in his very wiſhes we was proud, bur 
then pride was locked vp, and impriſoned; now

it will be hard bur ſometimes or other wee ſhall cake 
them-napping,:and( as beggars fayning lamenefle | | 
withour their crutches, without their vciles,) evea | | 
very familiarlyiſporting themſelues with thoſe ſins, 
by the crafty forbearance whereof they formerly

The third deceit in d:tmulation is,to diſſemble and 
conceale euill already done.

away without leauing any impreſſion of her body 


theearth; the way of a Ship in the Sea, (wiftly carried 
away with the windes;and laſtly, «5 the way of a man 
with 4 maide, that is,a cloſe and chaſte virgin, that is 
kept cloſe from the acceſle of ſtrangers. Looke how 
hard itis fora man iudged vaworthy, toget an ho- 
neſt modeſt virgin, kept cloſe in her parents houſe, 
(which is made no leſle difficult then to gera flying 
Eagle) ſe hard it is to diſcouer a whore, to con- 
uince her of her wickedneile. Thus is the way of an 
adultreſſe, that is, as hard to finde out as any of the 
foure tore-mentioned things. Her deceitfull heart is | 
fo fruicfull a hatcher of ſhifrs and euafions, And this 
isnaturall to all the Sonnes of Adam, after the ex- 
ample of their Father, when they haue done euill, 
preſently to runne into the thiekets to ſeeke out co- 
verlers to hide their nakedneflſe. Sometimes by | 
groſſe and palpable lying, otherwhiles by the nea- 
ter and finer kinde of lying; I meane that /ophiſticall

timestogether with, ſometimes againe without, de- 
ceiuing others beſides. -” . 
_ This deceitfulneſſe may be conſidered either in 
the minde or aftefions i9ymtly together , or in the af- 
tetions ſeparately, and by themſelues. 
The former deceitfulneſſe ſhewes it ſelfe ſpecially 


promiſing : 4. in practiſing. For the firſt, which is in 
zudging,thoughit may ſeeme that iudgement belongs 
properly tothe mind,yet becauſe here the affetions 
interpoſe themſeſues, and the erroneous iudgement 
of the minde commonly receiueth it cinRure from 
the afteftions, I doc therefore equally intereſt both 
the inde and affedFions in this firſt deceit.

they are but as the outward garment of Chriſtians, 
which may eaſily bee.put on by thoſe thar are none. 
Andthereforehowlſ>euer theſe by many are thought 
ſufficient to make them good Chriftians, yet Sale- 
#702 ticks not to make them the marks of fooles,when 
there are no better then they , as when hce callerh 
| Gods owne facrifices,the ſacrifices of fooles: Be more 
ready to heare, then offer the ſacrifice of fooles , becauſe 
of this. foolith conceit , which many ground vpon 
them. Butnotably doth God ſhake theſe deceiuers

HE deceits that are in the Temporaries Farth 
thus opened, wee come, in the next place, to 
ſpeake of his deceits in the matter of Repentance. 
Where it cannot bedenyed, butthat he may goe ve- 
ry farrein the probable reſemblance of Repentance; 
infomuch as hee himlſelte , as well as others, may 


'thinke hee bath in truth repented. To examine this 


more particularly, in the particulars of Repentance, 
and firſt in that which is inward, and then in that 


which is outward therein. 
x. For the inward practiſe of Repentance, there are 
two ſpeciall things wherein hee deceiveth himſelfe, 


Sorrow, Deſire. The former reſpeRing time paſt : 
the latter, time preſenr,and to come.

verbe, the hope that is deferred, is the fainting of the 
ſeale. Theretore our Sauiour bleſſed indeed thoſe 
that hunger and thirſt for his righteouſneſſe,but yet 
ſuch as bunger and thirft in mourning, which was

G&lires then are onely thoſe which are ſo «ffe(Fionate 

that they make the deſirer to mourne, tceling his

tneuer breakes his fleepe : Therefore his deſires are

Thele are 
crooked rules,and blinde guides, which blinded and 
deceiued-hearts chuſe to rhemſelues. But heere that 
of Salomon is true, There is a way that ſeemeth goodin 
4 mans owne eyes, but the iſſues thereof are the wayes of 
death, 

The deceit of the heart in iudging oftheaQtions| 
themſelues, is either againſt the =. = Law #n gene- 
rall, or is ſþeciall againſt either Table : All which to 
name were endlefle. Wee will onely cull out ſome 
of the principal]. 

Firit,againft the whole Law,I obſerve three more 
ſpeciall deceits. 


1. That thoughts are free,that we ſhall not beac- 


learned Phariſee, yet was thns deceiued in iudging 
of thoughts not conſented ro, which are torbid- 
gen in rhe tenth commandement : 7 had not knownt 
(ſaith heeof himſelfe,in his Phariſaiſme) that Inſt had 
veene ſunne,cunleſſe the Law had ſaid,Thou ſhalt not luſt 
Bac the groſeneſle of this deceit may eafily ap- 
peare : for what reaſonis there, that the author of 


treaſon 
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neaſon ihouid be puniſhed, and the firſt plotter and 
cantrizer (hould ſcape? Now che firſt beginning and 
harching of any ſine, is firit in the choughts of the 
heart: And it Kings will haue their ſeruants in their 
1ccounts,anſwereeuen for pence, why may not God 
call vsto a reckoniny, euen for our ſmalleſt debts ? 
Andit men puniſh words and deedes, becauſethey 
ſee & know them, why then {hould not God puniſh 
our thoughts, which hee knowes farre better then 
any man can doe our outward actions ? Wee mult 
 |therefore make conſcience of the idle rouings of our 
braines; our very thoughts and imaginations muſt 
toope, and doe homage to God, who hath required 
of vs to bee loved with all our thewghts, and biddeth 
vs zremble even at the very firſt riſing of euill 
thoughts and motions in our hearts, and ſinne not : 
Bur alas, many doe inuert the ſentence, and in this 
kinde very boldly fixne, and tremble not. 

2. That words are but winds : Yea, but they are 
ſuch a windeas ſhall blow thee violently into hell, 
and ſhall be the bellowes to kindee, yea, the fuell to 
\keede the flames of that vnquenchable fire :. For by

wee had ſinned ; as when an Anavaprifts conſc. 
ence accuſeth him for ſwearing before a lawtull Mz- 
oiftrate, lawfully exaQting it; when a Papiſts for e- 
ting an egge in Lent : ſecondiy by letting the 
good we haue done ar fo high a rate, making agreat 
 deale of nothing. 

2, For euill ations, the iudgement of our hearts 
is deceitfull two wayes. 


Firſt. in juſtifying the guilty, acquiting vs for 
| them as if wee had done well; as thoſe our Saviour 
ſpeaketh of, that ſhould indge of the murther ofthe 

Apoſtles,as of good ſeruice performed ro God. And 
this deceic is the ſtronger, if the ſinne be happy in 
ſucceſle. Then vile wickedneſle ſhall be graced with 
the name of vertue it ſelfe. Dionifrus after hrs ſpoile 
of an Idols temple, finding the windes fauourablein 
his nauigation; loe ſaid hee, how the Gods approut 
of SacrileJge. Hee bleſſed himſelfe in his foppoſe 
d- 
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lacriledge, becauſe of the good ſucceſle that inſued, 
This was likely alſo to be 1eroboarzs deceit, that his 
Calyes were not fo euill,when he ſaw how the Pro- 


phet, which ſo thundred againft them, was after- | 


ward {iayne of a Ly03- T his alſo was the deceit of 
thoſe wives in Jeremy, that juſtified their idolatrous 
incenling to the Dueenc of heanen;by the plenty and 
eace then inioyed, in regard of that ſcarcenefle 
which followed the leauing of that idolatry.Likeas 
many of the 1/ree/ges, when they were brought into 
the deſart, where was want of all things,in regard of 
[that which was in Egypt, they preferred Egypt; as 
now many, blinded with the ſame deceit, prefer Po- 
pery in the ſame reſpeCt, before the Goſpel]. But for 
the deliuering of our felues from this deceit, wemuſt 
know, that wee muſt iudge of the goodneſle of the 
wecefſe, by the goodneſle of the adFion , not contra- 
ily ofthe goodnefle of the a&ion,by the goodneſle 
of the ſucce{/e. 
Neither is this deceit of indging our finfull aQi- 
ons lawfull and good, proper onely to the biinde 
worldlings, but incident alſo to thoſe that have 
lomeknowledgeand ſcnce of Religion, yea,often to.

ſuffice the Beniamites, and their oath hindred them 
from giuing any of their owne daughters, they bad 
them take by force of their own virgins that ſhould 


comeforth to daunce in Shileh. Why 2 but was nor

this againſtcheir oath?ycs,but mark whata finequirk | 


they found out to elude their oath,and ſoto qualifie 
' |the matter ; namely , that they did nor giue them 
+ {their daughters, but the Beniamites tooke them a- 
way. Not much vnlike are thoſe ſhifts to couſen 


with money , as the laying of wagers betore hand 
ſhall not haue ſuch or ſuch a place. Such alſo was 


their aduerſaries for certaine daies , did yet during 
the truce make incurſion vpon themin the night,& 
then defended it , becaule their truce was onely for 
dayes,not nights, 'To this head alſo we may referre 
thatexcuſe of our tranailers , who excule their ki: 
lingofthe Popes toe , becauſethey doe that honor 
[to him onely as a temporall prince,and not asPope. 
But theſe menare not ſo happy in their inuentions 
to fave their conſciences , as was once oneto ſave | 
his honour ;, who grudging the Perſian King that 
honour of falling downe before him , and yet nor | 


the good lawes and oathes againſt buying of places | 


with thoſe of whom they are to be had , that wee | 


the deceit of thoſe who hauing made truce with | 
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knowing bow co auoide it, purpoſely ler fall hisring 
when he came into the Kings preſence,and fo excy. 


only to rake vp his ring,& not to worſhip the king, 

And diuers ſuch like cranckes as theſe might be iy. 
ftanced in : The which indeed are_bur curtaines,we 
draw before our own eyes,to hideour lin, they are 
indecd as the ſpiders webbe, cunningly woucn, and 


ſome ſlight of wit may there appeare in them, but 


withall they are as {light as the ſpiders webbethey 
will not indure the breathand blaſt of the mouthof | 
God. Doe not then wilfully deceiue thy ſelfe z' But 
thinke with thy ſelfe, will theſe diftinRions, pre. 
rences & qualifications ſatisRe my conſcience here- 
after in the day of triall ? And thus much for the 
hearts exculing of oureuill ations, as alſo for the 
tudgement of our hearts, concerning our ations, | 

The vſe of all is this : 

1. To teach vs not tobe ouer-forward in conſul. 
ting with fleſh and bloud, when any thing is tobee 
done: Who would vſe acrooked rule in drawingof 
lines? Who would goe to ſuch a Jawyer,whoſe coun- 
ſeil he knew to be mecre deceit and couſonage? It 
then our licarts vnasked,doe offer vs their counſel, 
tet vs ſuſpect it - let vs be as jealous ouer our hearts 
as we wou!d be quer a knowne crafty deceiuer. 

2. Not to reſt ſecure in the indgement of our 
owne hearts : Many blefſe themſelues $þ their euil 
courſes, becauſe their ſeared and ſ(enlelefſe conc 
ences, their deceiued and deceiving hearts doe not 
checkethem : The trecherous ſelling-of 1oſeph was 
{wallowed downeby his brethren,and did not trov- 


ble 
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ble them for nigh twenty yearesatterward. The rea- 
ſon was, the milts of corrupt affeftions dazled the 
eyes of their minde, and ſo they could nor behold | 
cheir ſinne in che right forme: buc when affliction | 
{had removed theſe miſts of deceit from their eyes, | 
then they beheld it in the right ſhape, moſt oug!y, / 
and monſtrous,and were confounded with the hor- | 
rour thereot. Had they any reaſon to approue their 
fa allchat while , and to applaud themſelves in it, ' 
becauſe of this deceirfull peace of a deccitfull bearr? 
'O faies one, I thanke God 1 finde quiet and peace in | 
mine owne heart, whatſocuer ſuch and ſuch iudge | 
of me for my courſes:But what talk thou ot peace | 
or what haſt chou to doe with peace(as /ebu laid to | 
lehoram) who haſt no other ground co build it vpon | 

hen the deceitfu:l iudgementr of thine owne biinde | 
and bewitched heart? I hou lookeſt in troubled wa- 
ter,and ſeeſt no deformity in thy face : Bur Ray till | 
the water be ſerled and cleered, and then thou ſhalt | 
ſee whata filthy miſhapen viſagethou haſt .Tellme | 
ten yeeres hence, or inthe day of thy tryall, when | 
thy heart (hal be freed from theſe deceits,and Chri/? 
with the clay and ſpittle of ſome ſhirpe affliction 
{hall haue ſharpned thy dull eye-ſight,tell me the: | 
what peace thou haſt.

Though our 
hearts deceiued vs at firſt, to make vs fimne, yet ler |

ro defend ovir (inne: This is to adde deceit to deceit, 
This is double deceirfuinefle , when fizgle wastoo 
much.Excellently Auſten: if chou haft ſinned thou ar; 
in darkeneſſe , but by confeſſing thy darkneſſe thou ſoal 
obtaine the illuwminu1on of thy darkne(ſe : but by defen- 
ding thy darkne(ſe thou ſhalt be darkned in thy darknes 
nd bow wilt thow eſcape out of deuble darknes , whe 
had ſo much to doe with fools ?

Thus 
hantineſſe comes masked in the habit of maguanimi- 
ty ; curioficy would be taken for the deſire of know- 
ledge ignorance (h-ouds it (elte vnder the name of in- 


title of iberality,laith Auſten. So likewile peſtilent 
herefie hides it ſelfe vader the name of profound 
knowledge , and deepe learning, Rexel. 2. 24. Pride 
goes vnder the name of cleanlineſſe and neatneſle : 
Machiaueliſme and worldlines, Pro.23.4. of wiſedome 
and pollicy:; impwgency of preſence of ſpirit , and law- 
full andacity: raſhnefſe,of fortitude : timerouſneſſe, of 
camelouſneſſe: baſe niggardlineſſe , of iuſt par ſimonie : 
drunkenneſſe, of good-fellowſhip : conctouſneſſe,of good 
buebandry , And hence is thar deceirfulneſſe of richer, 
in the parable of the ſower. How are riches deceit- 
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wocency.; and riotouſneſſe ſhadowes ir ſeife vnder the | 
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| fall? The deceit is in the couetous rich inns hearr, 


that couers his vnſatiable couering and delire of g4- 


thering riches , with the gentle and honeſt name of 


| thrift and trugalitie. Thus, wrong and iniultice de- 
ceiues often, vnder the colour, &1in tae appearance 
of mercy and compaſhon z as when wce relecve the 
needy with orher folkes goods,or (to vic Auſtens ex- 
| ample)when we fauour a poore man , having an ill 
cauſe, againſt a rich man having a good : In like 
| manner, gi4dineſfe carries a bluſh of zeale ; and c<6- 
ler and fury, ofvalour and manhood: VVhence that 
| ſpeechtouching the fiery ſpirited man, Ze hath ma- 
' tle im him: And it is mettle indeed , but digged out 
' of the mine-pirs of Hell, baſe and reprobate mettle, 
which neuer received the image and impreſle of 
Gods Spirit. And yer as they that have ill eyes, wlll 
miltake one man for another , ſpeciaily , when they 
ſomewhat reſemble one another , though otherwiſe 
the difference betweene them be palpab/e; and 
fo ſalutea ſtranger for a friend : ſo our pur-blind: 
hearts,deceined with that ſhadow of wo? pefieon 
be hich vice ſometimes carrieth of Vertue , do: 
oftentimes imbrace and receiue grofſe vices, in 
ſtead of 
darkeneſle, the Diuell , doth ſometimes rransforme 
himſelfe into an Angell of light, and become 2 
white Dixell, for, 1 Timothie 4. 1. 3. abſtinence 
from meatcs,and marriage, fauouring ( one would 


aus: lo allo can the works of darkneſle transfigure 
themſeiues into the works of light. Notonelythole 
works of light,whereunto they ſeeme to come ſome 
{ what 
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glorious vertues, For as the Prince of 


thinke ) of greatmortification, are yet dot#rines of 
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what neerer, but euen thoſe , (O itrange iugling 7) 
from which they are fartheſt diſtant : For yellow, or 
ſome ſuch mi4ale colour to be taken for white, is no 
ſuch great deceit ofthe eycs; burthat. blacke ſhould 
be taken for white; this is a ſtrange deceit indecd :

that ſeeke praiſe by diſabling and diſprailing them» 
ſelues; as in Diogenes treading vpon Platoes chaire, 
and ſaying, Plato,1 trample upon thy pride;who there- 
fore worthily had that anſwere returned him , Thos 
trampleſt on pride with greater pride. Thus was it

A like deceitfull was the Bapriſts hy- 
militie in refuſing to wah Chriſt , that was Peters in 
refuſing to be waſhed by him. Had wee not neede 
nov to haue our eyes in our heads, Jeſt otherwiſe 
our cunning hearts obtrude vice vpon vs, in ſtead 
of vertue ? What more effe&uall argument can they 
vie to allure our affettions to the love and liking of 
ſinne,then to ſer this falſe glofſe vpon it ? When the 
ftrumpet would entice the yonker to commir fol- 
ly with her , ſhe doth not giue her finne the right 
name of fiithines,which it deſerued ; for that would 
haue driven him away , but ſhe bangs our the 169- 
buſh of aſweet and louely title, therewith inveigling 


our ſelues in daliance : Beaſtly whoredome is but 
lowe and daliance. So the ſluggard qualifies and moili-

contented therewith, and will demaund no more. 
Where in truth there is a double couſenage. 

1. That there are ſome finnes which are but /r- 
the ones. This was part of the Phariſees leaen, calling 
ſome commandements of God bur little commanade- 
ments,not much to be regarded. So now many ac- 
count faxh and zrothto be but petty oathes: Forni- 
cation is iudped but a tricke of youth; Though yet $. 
Paxl (to vie the words of that moſt reuercnd man

What now} are} 
choſe lizete finnes, which bring on vs thepreat wrath 
of ſo infinice a Maieſtie ? And 1s it now buratricke to 
goero hell ? whether the weight cucn of thele little 
linnes , as it were ſmall ſands, will ſinie the thip of 
our ſoules , as well as our greater and vrofler ſinnes, 
as it were the heauier burthens of the ſhip. Small 
leakes in ſhips, and ſmall breaches in walis , being 
negle&ted, leeſe both ſhips and Cities. And ſuch 
tradeſ-men, as in their accounts regard noc ſmall 
ſummes , will quickely.proue banke-routs. Diſobe- 
dicnce, though in.neuer ſo ſmal] matters, as in ea- 
ting of an Apple, gathering a few itickes on the $a- 
baoth, looking into, and touching of the Arke, is 
yet in Gods account, no ſmall matters; For how (e- 
uerely hath bee punithed all theſe, then which yet 
what can wee imagine {lighter ? But ir is not the 
ſmalneſſe of the thing, thar leflens either our obe- 
dience or diſobedience. There is the ſame reaſon of 
roundneſſein a ſmall ball, which is in a greater one: 
and fo of obedience, or diſobedience, m ſmaller or 
greater matters. A little thing is little ; bur faichful- 
nefle,and ſo alſo vnfaithfulneſle in a lircle , is a great 
matter : Forit is Gods commandement thar ryes to 
obedience in leſſer things, as well as in greater; and 
that is deſpiſed,as well in the breach of the leſſer, a 
of the greater.Let vs nor then thinke that any ſinne 
is little; ſince the very leaſt are committed againſt ſo 
great 2 God, and bring vpon vs ſo great a danger:

| whereby wee deceive our ſelues as well azothers. | 
| Wee are not to thinke theſe }/raelites did grofſely 
, diſlemble with God : butat that time,beinp in ſome 
 diftreſſe, they ſpake as they thought, and meant to 
doe. But by reaſon their hearts were not throughly 
purged and renewed, it was onely a ſfuddaine fitfor 
| the time , afterwards their hearts returning to their 
old bias, they were not able to performe that which 
they promiſed. This the Scripture would teach, 
when it it ſaith,their hearts ftarted aſide like a deceitful 
bow. When a man fhoors with a deceitful! bow, 
though hee leuell his arrow and his eye direQlyto 
the marke,and thinke with himſelfeto hitit, yet in 
deed the arrow, by reaſon of his deceirfull bow, 
goes a cleane contrary way.Anſwerable to this bow 
' 1s our heart, tothearrow the deſires, purpoles, and 
| promiſes we conceiue, and make in our afflidions, 
the marke we ayme at is repentance : tothe which 
| wee then looke with fo accurate and attentivean 


ej, 
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eyc,asthough wee would repent indeed : And char 
indeed is our purpoſe, and meaning then; bur our 
owne hearts deceiue vs. For , becaule they are not 
truely renewed , but there is much vnſoundaneſſe 
ill in them. Hence it comes to pale, that theſe ar- ' 
rowes of our purpoſes, and promiſes of repentance | 
neuer hit che marke, neuer ſort to any goodeffett, 
but vaniſh in the ayre as ſmoake. Ahab did not 
[groflely diſſemble in that his humiliation wrought 
by the Prophets reprehenſion ; but heemeant in 
good ſadneſſe, when he cloathed himſelfe in ſack- 
cloth : Onely his heart ftill remained vnregene= 
rate,and ſo deceived him. So was it with Pharash 
{alfo. One would thinke that water heated in the 
fire, were indeed as truely hot as fire it ſelfe ; But 
becauſe it is not anaturall hear, bur onely excernall | 
from the hear of the fire,remoue ir bur a while from 
the fire, and it returnes againe'to his owne Nature, 
and as the Philoſopher obſerues, becomes colder 
after the heating then it was before : So it is with 
{ [theſe flaſhings of deuotion and holinefſe, which 
werein 4hab, Pharaoh,and others in like caſe : They 
are not kindely, bur violent ; they are not from the 
inward fire of Gods Spirit, but from the outward 
fire of his judgements ; and therefore when thar 
$0ur, theſeare gone. 
 Andthis is the third part of the hearts deceirful- 
nefſe, namely, its deceitfulneſſe in promiſing. The 
vieof that which hath beeneſpoken thereof, is :
